ou ting« !. .It mu st be rotted in a genu ­ 
ine determination to help, withou t glv 
ing bind ranee. 
It can best be done by 
the practical organizations, qu alify ing 
u nder the ru les of common sense, as a 
u nified whole. 
If it was good for tht 
allies to weld their giant armies and 
na v ie s into one v ast u nit, and place 
the same u nder one control, It is good 
for the war relief organizations to 
adopt the same policy —for in u nity , 
indeed, there Is strength! 
I do not mean by this that any or­ 
ganization, or particu lar creed or de­ 
nomination shou ld sink its indiv idu al­ 
ity as in si great melting pot for su ch 
u nified serv ice, for that bu t weakens 
the definite anchor lines which in some 
instances, 
hav e 
taken hu ndreds of 
y ears to fashion and weld info shape. 
Su ch a cou rse wou ld be n mistaken 
one. Bu t I do mean that there shou ld 
be a concert of action; a u nison of 
spirit and intent; a co-oKlinatlou in 
plans for serv ices; and In consequ ence, 
a more highly intelligent effort to 
reach the point of satu ration in the 
work to he done. 
Su ch a point can 
nev er 
be 
reached—will 
nev er 
bo 
reached; for the task is too great. Bu t 
tiist v ory fact prov es, to my mind, that 
the effort shou ld be directed toward 
su ch a goal. 
When the armies of the allies were 
piaced u nder General* Foeh, and the 
strategy of war was left, so far as the 
allies were concerned, to n single war 
cou ncil, it was not fou nd necessary 
to erase the marks of identity from 
any u nit. 
French soldiers remained 
ju st as French as ev er they had been. 
The British Tommies are still their old 
selv es. The Americans, assu redly , for­ 
feited none of their indiv idu ality as 
the most marv elou s flighting machine, 
pu t together u s if ov er night, in the 
history of mankind. Yet, they became 
of a su ddVu , cogs in a v ast machine. 
They toiled and stru ggled for a com­ 
mon pu rpose. And when General Foch 
finally was cloaked with the au thority 
and power which enabled him to direct 
the forces of righteou sness, each con­ 
tingent in Its place and withou t du pli­ 
cation or confu sion, that instant, Ger­ 
many was beaten! What has followed 
constitu te the details of hu mbling the 
wrongdoer to the du st; bu t when co­ 
ordination swept throu gh the forces of 
the allies, Germany no longer had a 
chance to w in! 
So with war relief. 
Indiv idu ality 
mu st not he sacrificed, for that Is the 
weHspring from which proceeds the 
pu re and su staining waters that, ov er 
refreshing to the v ary ing elements, 
ru sh on to form the great nrtd irresist­ 
ible riv er of su ccor and rescu e. 
We 
mu st preserv e, ou r sacred traditions, 
and encou rage and ex pand till those 


things which brou ght u s do wn tho 
pages of history to be the forces for 
good thu t we are today . We mu st not 
confou nd ou r sou rces of origin. 
We 
mu st not do a tiling which spells 
“bigotry ” or “Intolerance” while still 
Nev er apart In ou r righteou sness, we 
depending u pon the lasting fou ndation 
rock of “liberty ” u nH “equ al rights.” 
mu st think u s one, strike as one, su ffer 
as one, and rejoice as one—if we are 
going to be worth any thing at all to 
he soldier and to the sailor in his ex ­ 
tremity ! 
President Wilson, early in the war, 
pleaded for, tolled for, contended for 
—co-ordination. 
Ho knew it meant 
increased efficiency . 
He did not en- 
•ou rage 
one 
ambitiou s 
element 
to 
swallow u p or obliterate another and 
a lesser element, ju st to make a u nit 
He insisted that each organized force 
locate itself in the v ast machine of a 
ou ntry 's weal, to gear in—and to op­ 
erate. 
Su ch a machine shou ld requ ire 
no lu brication bey ond the liberal ap­ 
plication of brain power. Su ch a ma­ 
il ine shou ld be incapable of waste mo­ 
tion, u seless pretense, v ain assu mp- 
ions or a spirit of competition and 
iv alry , and shou ld smoothly grind ou t 
Its grist, or, falling to do so, it shou ld 
forthwith be sent to the scrap heap of 
mistaken ideals and good intentions! 
I think it perfectly marv elou s that 
the gloriou s Catholic chu rch which, 
since the dawn of civ ilization has been 
su ch 
a 
potent influ ence for good, 
shou ld, withou t standing on ceremony 
or losing any time ov er red tape, gear 
In with sy ift precision and open heart 
and hand, with the equ ally belov ed 
’rotostant chu rch which was eager as 
well to do its fu ll share for hu manity . 
Then the Jews, with their inspiring 
history and beau tifu l faith, coming 
into the mesh with both these tre­ 
mendou s forces for u plift—constitu te 
a page in history of man that will be 
radiant ev ermore!

(hem—and y et is of none of them. 
Withou t creed and wholly nonsectari- 
tu , It was entirely natu ral for the or­ 
ganization I hav e the honor to com­ 
mand in tlie United States, and which, 
with its millions of officers and mem­ 
bers is deep-rooted In 6 1 cou ntries on 
this earth, to lit into place and begin, 
In Its own sphere, to do Its hu mble 
part. 
I am thankfu l to hav e been permit­ 
ted to liv e In an era that cou ld wit­ 
ness this u nselfish and sensible amal­ 
gamation of all sects and creeds and 
religions and interests, with ev ery fact 
tu rned toward God and the light, for­ 
getfu l of self, or ambition, of prefer­ 
ences, of lines of preju dices and of 
the hatefu l misu nderstandings of his­ 
tory ! 
Thu s u nified, the sev en recognized 
war relief bodies can do their work 
with a sev en-fold precision, effectiv e­ 
ness ami su ccess. 
We hav e no right 
in this matter to consider the interests 
of jmy one bu t the fighter. 
If we are 
not to serv e him, and serv e him intel­ 
ligently and with practical ex pediency , 
then we hav e no ex cu se for Injecting 
ou rselv es into a war situ ation at all 
There !*> more to be done at the 
front, when .it comes to helping ou r 
troops to win the war, t’. n we can 
ev er do. 
We owe it to 
• mothers 
an<l fathers of America v > east aside 
and behind u s all thou ght of div isional 
lines; of imaginary bou ndaries ami 
barriers of ambition and of preju dice. 
It behoov es u s to dig right in and do 
the tilings that will best serv e the 
fighters, all within military regu lations 
and u pon a common-sense basis; and 
to stay there, toiling and su ffering 
with the troops, u ntil the end. Nobody 
shtmld get tiny credit—which means 
that ev ery body shou ld get it. 
It is 
one cau se, one war, one issu e—and 
there mu st be one resu lt. 
To that 
end, there can be bu t one sy stem of 
war relief, if we are to reason like pa­ 
triots, and go in to see it throu gh like 
Trojans and Spartans! 
The Salv ation Army is in this situ a­ 
tion becau se it has been fighting ev il 
since the day the organization was 
fou nded, nearly six ty y ears ago.

NOT ALONE DIRECTION 0 F AMERICAN RED CROSS 


On November 8 , the W ar Council 
of the American Red Cross, sent the 
following telegram to the Chicago 
Division, a copy of which has just 
been received here by Louis Pitcher, 
secretary of the Lee County chapter; 
“ On February 10, last y ear, nearly 
six week s before the United States 
declared war, National Red Cross 
headq uarters advised its chapters to i 
prepare for war. 
T hat which has 
followed in the record of the Red 
Cross in helping to win this war and 
to relieve the suffering growing out 
of it, constitutes something of which! 
every American citizen has a right i 
to be proud. 
Every American Red I 
Cross work er must feel a sense of 
gratitude in having had a share in it 
all. 
“ The moment is now come to pre­ 
pare for peace. 
Actual1 peace may 
come at any moment; it may he de­ 
ferred for some time. 
Until peace is 
really here there can be no relaxation 
in any Red Cross effort incident to 
active hostilities. 
But 
even 
with 
peace, let no one suppose that the 
work of the Red Cross is finished. 
Millions of American boy s are still 
under arms. 
Thousands of them are 
sick or wounded. 
Owing 
to 
the 
shortage in shipping, it may tak e a 
y ear or more to bring our boy s home 
from France. 
But 
whatever 
the 
time our protecting arm s must be 
about them and their families over 
the whole period which must elapse 
before the normal life of peace can 
be resumed. 
“ Our soldiers and sailors are en­ 
listed until the commander-in-chief 
tells them there is no more work for 
them to do in the war. 
Let every 


Red Cross member and work er show 
our returning soldiers and sailors 
that to care for their health, welfare 
and happiness we are enlisted for no 
less period than they are. 
“ The cessation of the war will re­ 
veal a picture of misery such as the 
world has never seen before, especial­ 
ly in many countries which cannot 
help themselves. 
The American peo­ 
ple will expect the Red Cross to con 
tinue to act as their agent in repair­ 
ing brok en spirits and brok en bodies. 
Peace term s and peace conditions 
will 
determine how we may best 
minister to tlie vast strick en areas 
which have been harrowed by war 
and in this great act of mercy , the 
heart and spirit 
of 
the 
American 
people must continue to be mobilized 
through the America« Red Cross. 


“ On behalf of the war council, we 
accordingly ask each member of our 
splendid body of work ers throughout 
the land to bear in mind the solemn 
obligation which rests upon each 
one to ‘Carry On.' 
We cannot abate 
one instant in our efforts or in our 
spirits, there will be an abundance 
of work to do, and specific advices 
will he given, but even at the mom­ 
ent of peace, let no Red Cross work - 
er falter. 


“ Our spirits must call us now to 
show that it is not the roar of the 
cannon or the blood of our own 
alone that directs our activities, but 
that a great people will continue to 
respond greatly and freely to its ob­ 
ligation and opportunity 
to 
serve 
mank ind.
